made for the purpose of shifting the 
responsibility of the recent outrages in 
South Carolina to “a person,” or 
whether it is not written and published 
in order to exculpate Grint and, in 
some sort, shield him from the indig- 
nation justly felt by the conservative 
people of the north.

While these figures show a constant- 
ly augmenting balance of trade in our 
favor, yet we ex port3d $19,368,896 less 
gold than in 1875. 

Another gratifying fact is disclosed 
in the ex; orts of cotton manufactures. 
For the first nine months of 1876 we 
exported to the value of $6,776,301, 
against $3,634,785 for the first nine 
months of 1875—a gain of $3,141,566 
Of colored and uncolored cottons alone 
the comparison is 72,418,444 yards as 
against 27,615,268. 

2. The report of the United States treas- 
urer shows that the amount of bank 
notes received for redemption during 
the last fiscal year was $204 299 875— 
a net increase -of $48,873,005 46 
over the previous year. Of ‘the 
whole amount $24,927,900 was in notes 
of failed, liquidating and reducing 
banke,’the latter largely predomuina- 
ting. Twenty-four percent of the en- 
tire bank circulation was con- 
demned = as unfit for cir- 
culation, and it is believed that this 
percentage will hold good for the fu- 
ture. The smaller notes wear out the 
fastest. Of the notes turned in for re- 
demption orly 14 per cent of the ones 
and 17 per cent of the twos were fit for 
circulation, while about 40 per cent of 
the fives, more than 53 percent of the 
tens, nearly.60 per cent of the twenties 
and more than 72 per cent of the tifties 
were in good working order.
